England, Aug. 28 (A.P.).— 
In the 


soft sunshine of an English 
Sunday morning, the big yellow mono- 
Plane, Pride of Detroit, with Edward 
| F. Schlee and William S. Brock at her 
controls, came out of the western skies, 
circled over the aviation field and 
landed officially at the London‘ airport 
at 10:35 o’clock this morning. 

The American aviators, who are bent 
on circling the globe in 28 days or 
less, completed the first leg of their 
long flight and in so doing made the 
first nonstop transatlantic flight from 
America to London. 

Hopping off at Harbor Grace, New- 
foeundland, yesterday, the Pride of De- 
troit in its flight of 23 hours and 21 
minuets ran the gamut of weather con- 
citions across the 2,350 miles of Atlantic 
waste Lightning, thunder, fog, rain, 
wind and sunshine, as well as freezing 
weather, and all the other variations 
of the elements added danger and ex- 
citement. to the great adventure. 


Last 100 Miles in Sunshine. 


Without a wink of sleep and with 
only one sandwich each during the 
long flight, the intrepid American pilots 
| kept their plane headed straight for 
England. As they neared their goal 
the elements seemed to relent, for they 
flew the last 100 miles of their 
journey through mellow sunshine over 
the peaceful English countryside 

At Croydon there was only a handful 
Ol people to welcome the fliers, but 
those who were there made up in en- 
thusiasm what they lacked in numbers. 
As soon as the tired but happy pilots 
‘tumbled out of their plane they were 
rushed the remaining 20 miles to Lon- 
don by automobile for a day’s rest be- 
fore continuing on to Germany on their 
world hop. 

When the Pride of Detroit was 20 
minutes overdue at London's airport 
the small gathering awaiting its arrival 
began to speculate as to whether tthe 
pilots had decided to continue on to 
Paris, or to Stuttgart, which originally 
was to have been the next stopping 
place after London. 


Little Anxiety. 


Little anxiety was felt for the safety 
of the fliers, however, because the plane 
had been sighted over Seaton, Devon- 
Shire, which is 65 miles northeast of 
Plymouth. As a matter of fact, the 
fliers were lost for near three hours 
during the morning, but they got their 
bearings again when over Seaton. 

A message dropped from the plane 
asked that the name of the town be 
written on the sands of the beach for 
identification. This done, the plane 
circled low and then flew east without 
further difficulty. 

The big car, which whirled Brock 
and Schlee into London and on to the 
Strand, landed them at the inner por-

SKILLED AS A RIFLEMAN 


George Andrews Hill, astronomer of 
the United States Naval Observatory, 
and one of the foremost astronomers 


of the country, was found dead in bed 
yesterday morning by his wife at his 
residence, 2535 Thirty-seventh street 
northwest. He was 69 years old. 

Mr. Hill was born in New York State. 
When he came to the District of Co- 
lumbia 48 years ago he was for several 
years in the Weather Bureau and the 
Army Signal Corps. For the last 45 
years he has been associaated with the 
naval observatory. 

Chief among Mr. Hill’s works was a 
treatise entitled “Prime Vertical Ob- 
servations, 1893-1912.” It appeared in 
a recent report of the observatory and 
was favorably received by the astro- 
nomical world. It was a study of the 
star, “Alpha Lyrae.” He made all the 
observations himself with a prime ver- 
tical transit telescope an accomplish- 
ment that is considered unusual. 

Mr. Hill was a member of the expedi- 
tion which went to Spain in 1905 to 
study the eclipse of the sun there. He 
also studied the eclipse of the sun in 
1900 at Barnesville, Va., and elsewhere. 
The astronomer was numbered among 
the group that conducted longitudinal 
experiments by wireless between Wash- 
ington and Paris. He was a member of 
the American Astronomical Society. 

Mr. Hill was an excellent rifleman. 
He was a member of the champion rifle 
team of the District of Columbia Na- 
tional Guard which won the champion- 
ship at Sea Girt, N. J. 

He leaves his wife, a son, George C. 
Hill, by his first wife, Mrs. Martha L. 
Hill, of Gloversville, N. Y., who died 
several years ago; a brasher, Robert 
Hill, of Danbury, Conn.; an uncle, Dr. 
David Jayne Hill, Assistant Secretary of 
State under Presidents McKinley and 
Roosevelt, and a former Ambassador 
to Germany; a grandson, David C. Hill, 
and a granddaughter, Mildred L. Hill. 

Funeral services will be held tomor- 
row afternoon at 2 o’clock from Birch’s 
Funeral Parlors, 3034 M street north- 
west. Burial will be in Rock Creek 
Cemetery.

Theodore Sutro, 82, 
Dead at New York 


New York, Aug. 28 (A.P.).—Theodore 
Sutro, prominent member of the New 
York bar since 1874, died at his home 
here tonight at the age of 82. Mr. 
Sutro was credited with saving the 
interests of the Sutro Tunnel Co. of 
Nevada and with organizing its suc- 
cessor, the Comstock Tunnel Co., of 
which he was first president. 

Mr. Sutro was a member of the firm 
of Salomon, Dulon & Sutro, the 
oldest German law firm in the city. 
He was also an adviser to the foremost 
German-American bankers of his time 
and was active in negotiation of inter- 
national loans. 


GUNLIFFE-OWEN WIDOW, 
COUNTESS, DIES AT 68 


Wrote “Martyrdom of an Em- 
press,” It Is Revealed 
on Her Death. 


RESIDED IN NEW YORK 


New York, Aug. 28 (A.P.).—Countess 
Marguerite Cunliffe-Owen, widow of 
Frederick Cunliffe-Owen, former Brit- 
ish diplomat, died here today after a 
year’s iliness. Shé was 60 years old. 


Because of her aid and welfare work 
among the men of the New York Po- 
lice Department, Countess Cunliffe- 
Owen had been made an honorary 
member of almost every division of the 
department. 

Her death brought from a member 
of the household the disclosure that 
she was the author of the book, “The 
Martyrdom of An Empress,” a bi- 
ography of Empress Elizabeth of Aus- 
tria, published anonymously in 1899, a 
year after the assassination of the em- 
press by an anarchist in Geneva. 

The book contained an extraordinary 
dramatic version of the “Tragedy of 
Mayerling,” the mysterious death of 
the Austrian Crown Prince Rudolph 
and the beautiful Marie Vetsera, whom 
he loved, in his hunting lodge in Jan- 
uary, 1889. It was said that the 
countess learned the true story from 
Empress Elizabeth. 

Born in Brittany, the countess mar- 
ried the late Frederick Cunliffe-Owen, 
‘@- younger son of Sir Francis Philip 
Cunliffe-Owen. They came to America 
in 1885, on a secret diplomatic mis- 
sion, it was said today, and while here 
their joint fortune was swept away in 
Europe. 

Both began writing. Mr. Cunliffe- 
Owen served as foreign editor on two 
New York newspapers and wrote fea- 
tures based on his knowledge of Eu- 
ropean conditions and personalities. 
The countess published a series of bi- 
ographies, among them the lives of 
Franz Josef and Kaiser Wilhelm II. 
These and her novels were published 
anonymously under the name of “The 
Author of the Martyrdom of An Em- 
press.”

U.S. POTASH DEPOSIT 
TESTS ENCOURAGING 


Drilling in New Mexico Shows 
50 Beds Contain 2 Per Cent 
Below 800 Feet. 


( Associated Press.) 

First tests by*experts of the Com- 
merce and Interior Departments to de- 
termine the extent of potash deposits 
in the United States show encouraging 
results, though the beds encountéred 
“are probably not rich enough to 
have present commercial value,” the 
Interior Department yesterday an- 
nounced. 

The tests. were undertaken under 
the $100,000 appropriation to investi- 
gate domestic potash-bearing lands 
with a view to making this country 
less dependent on foreign potash. The 
first core drilling operation tdok 
place on public land in Eddy County, 
New Mexico. 

About 50 beds containing 2 per cent 
or more of potash were found between 
depths of 838 to 1,770 feet, it was said. 
Fourteen beds ranged in thickness 
from 1 inch to 6 feet 2 inches and in 
potash content from 3.10 to 16.47 per 
cent.

Several times, when police at- 
tempted to check the following throng, 
there were outbursts of protest, but 
once the procession left the downtown 
section it was speeded up, and by the 
time the cemetery was reached the on- 
lookers and followers had been reduced 
to a few hundred. 

The bodies of the two men were 
carried in hearses. At the start of the 
procession there were about 100 men 
and women bearing floral tributes. 
These later were placed in four large 
aa and taken to the ceme- 
ery. 


Relatives in Closed Cars. 


Following the hearses were two 
closed automobiles with the curtains 
drawn. The first contained Mrs. Sacco, 
Miss Vanzetti and Sacco’s son, Dante. 
In the other were Aldino Felicani, 
Gardner Jackson and Miss Donovan, of 
the defense committee. The curtains 
of the first car remained down 
throughout the procession. .Mrs. Sacco, 
Miss Vanzetti and Dante did not enter 
the crematorium chapel, where the last 
rites were held. It was said that the 
two women were completely overcome 
and that they both had fainted on the 
way. 

When the procession arrived at the 
cemetery the caskets were removed 
from the hearses and carried into the 
small chapel. A hundred sympathizers 
entered silently and took their seats. 
A few women shed tears, but the ma- 
jority sat in silence as Miss Donovan 
walked to the rostrum and, in a steady 
voice, marked only once by an emo- 
tional break, began reading from two 
sheets or paper. 

“Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti,” she spoke, “you came to Amer- 
ica seeking freedom. In the strong 
idealism of youth you came as work- 
ers searching for that liberty and 
equality of opportunity heralded as 
the particular gift of this country to 
all newcomers. You centered your 
labors in Massachusetts, the very birth- 
place of American ideals, and now Mas- 
sachusetts and America have _ killed 
you—murdered you because you were 
anarchists. 


Refers to Witchcraft. 


“A hundred and fifty years ago the 
controlling people of this State hanged 
and burned women in Salem, charging 
them with witchcraft. The shame of 
those old acts of barbarism can never 
be wiped out. But they are as nothing 
beside this murder which modern Mas- 
Sachusetts has committed upon you. 
The witch burners were motivated by 
the superstitious fear of an emotional 
religion. Their minds were blinded by 
their selfish passion to reach heaven. 

“The minds of those who have killed 
you are not blinded. They have com- 
mitted this act in deliberate cold blood. 
For more than seven years they had 
every chance to know the truth about 
you. Not once did they even dare men- 
tion the quality of your characters, a 
quality so noble and shining that mil- 
lions have come to be guided by it. 
They refused to look. They allowed the 
bitter prejudices of class, position and 
self interest to close their eyes. They 
cared more for wealth, comfort and in- 
stitutions than they did for truth. You, 
Sacco and Vanzetti, are the victims of 
the crassest plutocracy the world has 
known since ancient Rome. 


Torture Is Called Banner. 


“Your execution is one of the black- 
est crimes in the history of mankind. 
It is that and more. Horrible enough 
would it be if the killing of you had 
been ordered by the itical and ma- 
terial powers alone. ow much more 
horrible it is to have this act sanctioned 
and even blessed by those who pass 
among us as the leaders of intellectual 
and spiritual power. The blatant emu- 
lations with which they aided in your 
death is the final sign that the act of 
killing you was the act of vengence of 
one class—the class dominated by the 
worship of money and position—against 
you as symbols of, another class—the 
workers and all others aspiring to 
realize the true mcaningoflife. * * * 

“Your long years of torture and your 
last hours of supreme agony are the 
living banner under which we and our 
descendants for generations to come 
will march to accomplish that better 
world based on the brotherhood of 
man for which you died. In your 
martydom we will fight on and con- 
quer.” . 

Then her voice broke. Pointing to 
a red band which she wore on her 
right sleeve, she slowly spoke the words 
that were printed on it in black: “Re- 
se orig — Justice Crucified — Aug. 23, 

She stepped down and took her seat 
as attendants of the crematorium pre- 
pared to place the caskets in the vaults 
to the side of the chapel in which they 
were to be burned. Within five minutes 
the caskets had been rolled behind the 
metal doors of the cremating vaults 
and the process of cremation started. 
Miss Donovan, Felicani and Jackson 
were allowed to look through a small 
glass-covered hole into the vaults. 


,.Meanwhile, the procession which had 
Started to follow the hearse and auto- 
‘mobiles and which had been checked 
by police had arrived at the cemetery. 
From a crowd estimated at more than 
5,000, it had dwindled to 200 persons. 
The drizzle had also turned into a 
steady rain but this did not prevent 
a large crowd of curious persons from 
standing around the cemetery. : 

Hundreds of automobiles congregated 
in the vicinity. Traffic was tied up for 
several blocks around. The cemetery 
itself was barred to the crowd which 
was held in check bg police.

London, Aug. 28 (A.P.).—Ten thou- 
sand persons this afternoon attended 
a demonstration in Trafalgar Square 
protesting against the executions of 
Sacco and Vanzetti. A. J. Cook, sec- 
retary of the Miners Federation of 
Great Britain, in shirt sleeves and 
vest but minus his collar was the prin- 
cipal speaker. He declared “The Statue 
of Liberty has become the monument 
of murder.” 

In the course of the proceedings a 
man mounted the plinth of the Nelx 
son Memorial Column and unrolled an 
American flag with the intention of 
pouring kerosene over it and burn- 
ing it. Officials of the International 
Class War Prisoners Aid remonstrated 
and urged him to desist. He climbed 


down, but others seized the flag and 


tore it to shreds. 

Cook in his address said the Brit- 
ish press had seized on the Sacco- 
Vanzetti incident as a means of stir- 
ring up anti-American sentiment. 
Commenting on Russia, Cook declared 
Britain is arming for war against the 
Soviet. He cited the Salisbury plain 
maneuvers, now in progress, as an ex- 
ample of that preparation, but said 
a labor revolution would prevent the 
success of such a war. A labor army 
composed of former service men now 
is forming in Great Britain, he de- 
clared, adding that this organization 
would prevent Anglo-Soviet hostilities. 

Speeches were made simultaneously 
from three sides of the Nelson me- 
morial. Some policemen were struck 
by flying contributions of heavy 
English pennies, thrown in response to 
an appeal of the International Class 
War Prisoners Aid.

The Daily Mail’s Hague correspondent 
says that in consequence of the grow- 
ing Sacco-Vanzetti disorders at Rotter- 
dam, the burgomaster put the town in 
a state of civil siege Saturday, forbade 
meetings of more than three persons 
and ordered the market closed at 5 
p. m. Nevertheless a crowd gathered 
in Noord Square, but the police cleared 
the square. Later there was trouble in 
the side streets, but the police dis- 
persed the mobs by firing shots in the 
air. 

Disturbances which have occurred 
nightly since the Sacco-Vanzetti execu- 
tions have given the police great 
trouble.

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' Dollar’s Parchasing 
Power Is 61.7 Cents 


New York, Aug. 28 (A.P.).—Since 
December, 1925, the purchasing 
value of the dollar has increased 
nearly 6 per cent and now stands at 
the highest point since July, 1924, 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board announced today.

3,000 of Marshal’s Troops 
Defeated by Nationalists 
on Yangtze. 


2,000 DEAD OR WOUNDED 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Shanghai, Aug. 28.—Nationalist Chi- 
nese officials and army officers here 
say that the danger of an attack on 
Shanghai by troops of Marshal Sun 
Chuan-Fang, northern militarist allied 
to the Peking government, has been 
averted as a result of the victories of 
Nationalist troops on the Yangtze 
River near Nanking yesterday. 

Nationalist authorities here an- 
nounce that 3,000 of Marshal Sun’s 
troops were overwhelmingly defeated 
by a Nationalist force under Gen. Pai 
Tsung-Chi. Two thousand of the 
northern soldiers were killed or 
wounded and the remainder were cap- 
tured or driven into the river, accord- 
ing to the Nationalists. 

The Nationalists sent 8,000 frein- 
forcements to Nanking yesterday after 
having repaired the Shanghai-Nan- 
king Railway, which had been cut by 
the northerners. 

The American Chamber of Commerce 
here has cabled to the State Depart- 
ment at Washington an emphatic pro- 
test against the Nationalist govern- 
ment’s plans to enforce Chinese tariff 
autonomy in the Nationalists’ terri- 
tory on September 1. 

The organization demands that Amer- 
ican marines now on duty in China be 
used to prevent China from enforcing 
increased tariff. rates on United States 
goods above the present 5 per cent ad 
valorem tax and the 2%4 per cent sur- 
tax authorized by the Washington con- 
ference. 

The chamber adopted a long resolu- 
tion declaring that Chinese military 
factions have usurped governmental 
functions in levying taxes in flagrant 
violation of inetrnational treaties, which 
is subversive to United States and other 
foreign trade in China. 

Although the Nationalist government 
has indicated unofficially its intention 
to postpone enforcement of the, new 
customs program, reports from Peking 
say the American, British, Japanese, 
Italian and French envoys have reached 
an agreement to oppose with a united 
front the enforcement of the increased 
duties if and when they are put into 
effect.

Plot to Partition Turkey 
Reported Forming Abroad 


London Would Control Constantinople, It is Said, While 
Area Around Smyrna Is Offered to Berlin 
in the Alleged Negotiations. 


By JOHN STEELE 
(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
London, Aug. 28—An authority 
which is usually accurately informed 
on international intrigues has com- 


municated to the correspondent an as- 
tonishing story of a plot between the 
European powers for a partition of 
Turkey which, according to a Levantine 
proverb, always pays the bill for any 
Near-Eastern war. 

Great Britain’s interest is to settle 
the eastern Mediterranean problem, 
thus securing safely for her line of 
communications to her eastern posses- 
sions and Australia. For this end she 
is willing to satisfy the ambitions of 
the other powers at the expense of 
Turkey. ; . 

According to the alleged arrange- 
ment, Great Britain herself would take 
over control of Constantinople as a 
mandatory of the League of Nations 
and would the claims 
Greece to Scutari and of Italy to large 
tracts of land which she covets in Ana- 
tolla. In order to pacify France it is 
proposed to give her territory adjoining 
Syria up to Adalia, which is claimed 
by Italy, and it is suggested that For- 

Secretary Sir Austen Chamberlain 
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Germany’s claim to a place in the 
colonial sun also has to be considered 
and it is suggested that she get a large 
slice of territory between the Bosporus 
and the Levant, with Symrna as the 
capital. 

The weakest point in the alleged 
scheme is the suggestion that Turkey, 
or what is left of her, may be pacified 
by help in building roads and other de- 
velopments, but the stumbling block 
is suggested loans on security of all the 
oil fields in her territory. 

The coming visit of King Feisal of 
Iraq also is linked up w'th this proj- 
ect. King Feisal’s part is the reor- 
ganization of the Iraq army, which at 

resent has a mobilizable strength of 

000 troops, with four battalions of 
cavalry, but he is short on equipment , 
and training expenses. King Feisal is 
said to have asked Great Britain to 
supply the necessary funds and to have 
refused an offer of one-half. He is now 
coming to discuss the matter in per- 


n. 

Another move said to be contem- 
plated by Great Britain is an agree- 
ment with Japan which may enable 
Great Britain either to drop or con- 
siderably modify her plans for a Sin- 
gapore naval base. The basis of this

Huge Liquor Seizure 


Made at Hidden Lake 


Elizabeth City, N. C., Aug. 28 (A.P.). 
Federal prohibition agents, cruising 
the shallow waters of the Alligator 
River and through a concealed boot- 
leggers’ channel into the unknown 
reaches of a hidden lake, last night 
reaped one of the richest hauls in the 
history of prohibition enforcement in 
North Carolina, J. J. London, dry agent 
in charge of operations in this terri- 
tory, reported today. 

London, with ten dry enforcement 
agents, captured a distilling plant and 
supplies estimated to be worth $33,000 
to $38,000, 134 gallons of liquor and 
12,000 gallons of mash and arrested 
three men in the surprise deploy. 

The men, C. H. Creef, C. W. Creef 
and Edward W. Smith, entered pleas of 
guilty to violation of prohibition laws 
before United States Commissioner 
Thompson and were placed under $500 
bond each for appearance in Federal 
court here October 10.

We were naturally quite thrilled | 
with the getaway, and as we sailed along | 
at about 110 miles an hour we enjoyed 
every minute, until we began to en- 
counter mist and fogs and things. Why, 
the weather some hundred of miles off 
Newfoundland was so pleasant and de- 
lightful for flying that we descended so 
near to the water that we got a good 
view of a school of porpoise out for 
their morning spin. 

“Bad weather was encountered for 
about 1,200 miles of the flight. One 
of the worst spells of fog and sleet was 
somewhere about mid-Atlantic, and we 
maneuvered up and down at various 
heights trying to get out of this. 

Long before daylight we calculated 
we were somewhere over Ireland. Our 
height was about 5,000 feet. It was 
cold and misty up there, freezing in 
fact, but the winds were still favorable 
for us, and we were beating along at a 
merry pace. 


Sight Land at Dawn. 


“Just at break of day we sighted land, 
green country land. We had no idea 
where we were. It occurred to us that 
we might be off our course more than 
we figured—that we might be over 
France or Spain. t was quite foggy at 
this time, very misty, and for a while 
seemed to be getting worse. We cruised 
about until sunup, round and round 
for about three hours, when we sighted 
a Sandy beach. We decided to drop a 
message in an effort to ascertain our 
whereabouts. Accordingly, Brock wrote 
a note on a piece of cardboard and we 
dropped the message overboard asking 
where we were and what country we 
were in sight of, and requesting those 
on land to write the name of the coun- 
try in the sands. 

“The wind carried this and a sec-

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HOW ABOUT AIR WAR? 


Bearing the approval of the Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of the Navy, a plan has

Army and Navy board, under which in time

of war command of all the armed forces of the 
Nation would be concentrated under one head 
If, for instance, it should’ appear that the war 
would be largely a naval struggle, the united 
sea, land and air forces would be commanded 
by the ranking naval officer. If, however, it 
were indicated that most of the fighting would 
be on land, command of the joint forces would 
be intrusteed to the ranking Army officer. The 
appointment would be made by the President, 
and the Army and Navy would act together not 
only so far as fighting was concerned, but in 
the joint purchase of supplies, the designing 
of instruments of war, and in all other matters. 

The plan is supposed to be responsive to the 
agitation for a single department of national 
defense, in which would be grouped the present 
War and Navy Departments and a separate 
unified air service. But it ignores the possi- 
bility that air warfare may be more important 
than either land or naval warfare. If -hostili- 
ties in future war should make it desirable 
that supreme command should be given to an 
air officer, would the joint Army and Navy 
board be willing to subordinate military and 
naval ambitions for the sake of unified com- 
mand? 

There is an irreconcilable conflict between 
old and new ideas concerning war. The old 
services can not bring themselves to accept 
the notion that air force may become as im- 
portant as military or naval force. Air force 
enthusiasts reject the theory that aviation must 
for@ver remain a mere weapon of the Army 
or Navy. They insist that a new region of 
warfare has been occupied, and that air war- 
fare will determine the fate of nations before 
military or naval forces can be brought into 
play. Therefore they contend that the United 
States should make its air force independent 
of the Army and Navy, and on a scale com- 
mensurate with the needs of national defense. 

It is difficult to offset this reasoning with 
the argument that an airplane is merely a pro- 
jectile which should be under the control of 
an Army or Navy officer. As the day of air 
fleets approaches it is obvious that air strategy 
will pass beyond the ken of men on sea or on 
‘land. Is it not probable that ships and soldiers 
will serve the more mobile fighting forces, to 
move forward and hold what they have gained 
or to defend the country as well as possible 
against an oncoming victorious enemy air fleet? 
In order to answer this question negatively it 
must be assumed that air fleets will never be 
equipped with the power to drop destruction 
upon sea or land. 


NEW MONEY. 


Early next year there will be a shrinkage of 
money in the United States, when bills one- 
third smaller than the dollars of our daddies 
will issue from the Treasury. About $450,- 
000,000 in bills is outstanding, although the 
average citizen may wonder where they are. 
As the banks accumulate these bills they will 
be sent in and the smaller bills will take their 
place. 

Two sizes of notes will circulate for a long 
time, but eventually youth will be served and 
the old-timers will disappear. Bank clerks ang 
other magnates are making some objection to 
the labor that will be involved in counting and 
discriminating between two sizes, but no ons 
else will be burdened with so much money that 
he will exhaust himself in sorting it out. 

When the new money has driven out the 
old it will be found that everybody has been 
benefited. The new bills can be carried in a 
wallet without folding them, and so they will 
be cleaner and will live longer. They will be 
more mailable as well as more portable. Why 
send a creased and decrepit old codger on an 
errand that can be performed better by a 
brisk and clean-faced youth?

FLIGHT DEVELOPMENTS. 


Edward F. Schlee and William S. Brock who, 
in their monoplane Pride of Detroit, are at- 
tempting to lower the present world’s record 
of 28 days and 14 minutes for a trip around the 
world, have successfully completed the first lap 
of the journey. Twenty-three hours and 21 
minutes after they left the North American 
continent’ they brought their ship to earth in 
London at 10:30 yesterday morning, after hav- 
ing fought the hazards of lightning, rain, fog, 
thunder, wind and freezing weather during the 
progress of the plane across the Atlantic. 

The first stage of the adventure has been 
negotiated most successfully. The auspicious 
start augurs well for the success of the under- 
taking. One transoceanic hop remains to be 
negotiated and much strange territory in which 
the airplane still is a wonder must be trav- 
ersed, but a great deal has been accomplished 
in putting the long first lap behind. 


“THE WEALTH OF THE INDIES.” 


While the United States continues to main- 
tain the lead of all nations in the matter of 
gold coin and bullion held in banks and by the 
Government, India is apparently absorbing 
more of the annual production of the precious 
meta] than any other country. 

The stock of gold in the United States on 
August 1, according to the figures of the Treas- 
ury Department, was $4,585,602,095. During 
the last five years the total world production 
of gold was about $1,900,000,000, and of this 
hoard nearly $700,000,000, including the local 
production of $40,000,000, is assumed to re- 
main hidden among the people of British India. 
At least the Commerce Monthly reports that 
during that period the net imports of the metal 
into British India reached the total of $650,- 
000,000. If there could be found a way tu 
ascertain just how much gold which was 
known to be held by the princes of India still 
remains in the country it would probably be 
found that even the enormous supply’ held in 
the United States is exceeded by that held in 
British India. For, according to the same 
authority, ‘‘when gold and silver go into India 
they are lost to commerce, as they are hoarded 
in family coffers, woven into brides’ trinkets, 
and made into personal adornments.’”’ 

Not only is India among the world’s greatest 
importers of gold, it is also the biggest silver 
buyer, taking about 40 per cent of the entire 
production of the mines of the world. It was 
expected that Indian currency reform and the 
establishment of the gold basis for that cur- 
rency might result in throwing upon the out- 
side market large quantities of the white 
metal held within the empire. This undoubt- 
edly served to explain the depression of last 
year, On the contrary, according to the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, the drop in price cf 
silver in the United States served rather to 
stimulate the demand by the Indian market,

MODERN BUCCANEERS. 


That story from Havana, in which it is 


stated that 350 aliens who had paid to be 
transported to the United States were lost at 
sea, reads like a tale of the old piratical days 
on the Spanish Main. The only difference is 


found in the methods adopted by the pirates 
in disposing of their undesirable passengers. 
In the days of Morgan and the buccaneers, 
whose castles are still shown to visitors to the 
West Indies, those gentry just tied the hands 
of their prisoners behind their backs and 
started them upon a trip to the end of a plank 
which protruded over the “gunnel”’ and ended 
in midair some ten feet or more above the 
raging main. 

When the condemned man hesitated to leave 
the end of the plank the point of a cutlass ac- 
celerated his movement and within a few mo- 
ments his remnants, after the sharks had sat- 
isfied their appetities, dropped to Davy Jones’ 
locker. The buccaneers sailed away in their 
‘long, low, rakish craft,” to be on the outlook 
for another rich merchantman, preferably a 
Spanish galleon. 

The methods of the modern pirate of the 
Antilles are perhaps more refined, though less 
romantic. According to the police of Havana, 
the owner of a fast moving power boat, or 
even a small steamer, first selects his victim 
from among the hundreds who desire to enter 
the United States in violation of the immigra- 
tion laws. Then he bargains with the would-be 
emigrant for the price of the transportation, 
collects in advance, and starts for the coast of 
Florida. Sighting a suspicious sail in the offing 
—it must be a sail and must be in the offing— 
he suggests to the passenger that the best 
hiding place is in a sack, in which the ‘‘freight’’ 
is securely tied. Then when the lookout re- 
ports that the strange ‘“‘sail’’ is certainly an 
American Coast Guard cutter, the “freight” is 
thrown overboard and another case of spurlos 
versenkt is recorded in the log as the piratical 
craft steams back to some isolated Cuban port 
for another cargo of victims. 

It is said in the Havana dispatches that no 
fewer than 350 aliens have been disposed of in 
this effective manner during the last year, It 
is a rather salty yarn, but all good sea yarns 
should be taken with salt. . 

A MARVEL ON THE FARM. 

Beginning in May in the Western grain fields 
and continuing until the last sheaf was 
threshed, the farmer has always been con-

fields. The first implement of that character 
dropped the ripened wheat, oats, barley or rye 
upon:a table elevated a few inches above the 
stubble, and with a series of revolving rakes 
pushed the unbound bundles off where they 
were lifted and bound by the “hands.” Then 
came the self-binder, which reduced the man- 
ual labor of the harvesting by a considerable 
percentage. Still many “hired men” were 
needed to save the crops in the big grain fields. 
And as the demand increased the supply di- 
minished. All sorts of inducements were held 
out to men capable of doing the heavy work. 
Fares were paid, bonuses were offered and 
each year would see great gangs of men travel- 
ing from East to West and from South to 
North as the season advanced. 

Not until lately has there been a sign of dawn 
in the Western labor situation, but now dawn 
“comes up like thunder,” according to Henry J. 
Allen, former governor of Kansas,who describes 
in the Review of Reviews the latest marvel in 
farm machinery that is destined to revolution- 
ize the harvesting of grain in the United States. 
This marvel, according to Mr. Allen, is known 
as the “‘combine.” ‘‘No mechanical advance- 
ment has ever wrought a revolution so nearly 
complete in any agricultural region,” he says. 
. Less than four years ago we still were dealing 
with the harvest labor problem, pleading with 
railroads to grant extra service to transport 
the hands at high speed, establishing free em- 
ployment bureaus to distribute them, some- 
times bidding against desperate neighbors for 
them. This year there has been a total absence 
of them from the great areas which once knew 
them so numerously.” The new machine is a 
combination of harvester and thresher which 
cuts the expense of harvesting by one-half. 

But will not the general introduction of this 
lavor-saving device result in the increase of 
acreage planted, with consequent surplus and 
reduction in price and a correspondingly louder 
call upon Congress for ‘“‘relief?’’ 


WILL AMERICA COMPETE? 

Obstacle after obstacle has appeared in the 
path of in the 
Schneider Cup races to be flown next month 
in Italy. Early in the winter the Navy, which 
heretofore had organized the American teams 
and provided the planes, announced that hence- 
forward it would not participate in any speed 
contests. For awhile it appeared as if the 
United States would not get its chance this 
year to win permanent possession of the trophy. 
Then the National Aeronautical Association 
made three blank entries with the racing com- 
mittee, and finally succeeded in interesting 
private capital to the point of making possible 
the construction of a single racing plane. 

The ship was completed a month or so ago, 
and in the meantime Lieut. Alford J. Williams, 
U. S. N., secured leave of absence in order to 
act as its pilot. Then bad weather set in, 
delaying official trials of the plane, and the 
necessity of making minor mechanical adjust- 
ments caused further discouragement. Last 
week, finally, the ship was put through its 
paces, and those who should know are jubilant 
over its chances of success, provided it can be 
placed in competition. 

The Schneider trophy race will be held Sep- 
tember 28. Lieut. Williams probably will not 
be able to leave this country until September 
5. He must have his plane on the scene of 
action at least a week or ten days prior to 
the race so that it may be adjusted to Italian 
climatic conditions and thoroughly groomed, 
and if the plane is to be transported by 
ordinary steamer, then dismantled and trans- 
shipped from the port of arrival to Venice, the 
scene of combat, by rail, it can not be got 
there in time. Therefore it was suggested that 
the Government place at Lieut. Williams’ dis- 
posal a cruiser to transport himself and his 
plane direct to Venice. 

Now “red tape” has intervened to threaten 
seriously America’s opportunity of placing it 
specially constructed racing plane in the 
competition for which it is intended. Unless 
some one puts his shears to work immediately, 
Lieut. Williams can not get to Venice on time. 
The people are anxious to see American 
competition in this greatest and most dramatic 
international air classic, and will be greatly 
disappointed unless every resource is brought 
into play to get their entry to Venice before 
the middle of September.

THE COAL SITUATION. 


In spite of optimistic reports, emanating 
from spokesmen of the operators from time 
to time since the beginning of the strike of the 
union bituminous miners, the situaticn in the 
coal industry is anything but satisfactory. 

The fact that at the beginning of the strike 
there were 75,000,000 tons of bituminous coal 
in storage, which was the largest amount ever 
reported, was made the basis of reports from 
the headquarters of the operators that there 
was No danger whatever of a shortage. But by 
July 1 the stocls had been reduced to 62,000,- 
000 tons and the production since that date 
has not kept up with that of last year. The 
weekly car loadings during the six weeks ended 
with August 6 fell from 156,438 on the averaga 
to 146,373. | 

In commenting upon the situation as it ia 
today and the prospects for the immediate 
future, the Railway Age in its current issue 
says: 

The storage supplies are still compara- 
tively large, but the facts show that with 
fall approaching they are declining one 
to two million tons a week. How long 
will the strike last? This is becoming a 
question of serious importance. If con- 
sumers continue to deplete their stocks by 
buying less than can be easily produced 


they may enter the fall months with no 
more than normal] supplies. 


Tho fall months mark the beginning of a 


large increase in consumption of coal and it 
may be found then, if the strike continues, 
that the mines operating can not produce 
enough to meet the increased demands. “The 
average weekly consumption throughout the 
year is about ten and a half million tons,’ con- 
tinues the Railway Age. “It is substantially 
larger in the late fall, early winter and spring,

Look at any crowded street on any 
afternoon, suggests the Elkhart Truth.

valuable gasoline going up in clouds of 
carbon monoxide from idling motors;

Waste, every minute of it; unproduc- 
tive of anything except bad tempers.

These are the Amat- 
lan Mining Co., operating in the state 
of Zacatecas, and the Mexican Coal & 
Coke Co., operating in the state of 
Coahuila.

Hope that the eighteen Americans 
and eleven British reported trapped by 
radicals in their homes at the Amparo 
mines in Mexico are in no immediate 
danger was entertained yesterday at 
the State Department, although over- 
night messages failed definitely to 
clarify the general situation at the 
mines. 

American Charge d’Affaires Schoen- 
feld in Mexico City reported that he 
had received renewed assurances from 
the Mexican government that “ample 
protection” was being extended to 
American lives and property at Atzat- 
lan, where the Amparo plant is located. 

Consul Satterwhite at Guadalajara, 
on the other hand, advised the depart- 
ment that at 1 p. m. Saturday no Mex- 
ican federal or state troops, for which 
request had been made, had as yet 
reached the mines, but that the gov- 
ernor of Jalisco had ‘arrived on the 
scene and that the local press reported 
everything “quiet” at Atzatlan. 

From meager advices received so far 
State Department officials are inclined 
to diagnose the Amparo trouble, which 
started last week with the seizure of 
the mines by alleged radicals, as trace- 
able to labor unrest rather than to 
antiforeign motives. The latter inter- 
pretation grew out of an earlier re- 
port from Satterwhite that labor agi- 
tators from Guadalajara were urging 
Amparo mine workers to take action 
against all foreigners in case Sacco and 
Vanzetti were executed. 

No further advices have reached the 
State Department regarding the train 
attack near Acapaneta August 23, in 
which Miss Florence Anderson, of Los 
Angeles, was fatally wounded.

The working out-of a “stagger sys- 
tem” is expected to come of these con- 
versations, whereby no unusually large 
offerings would be placed on the mar- 
ket in the same day, or perhaps in the 
same week. As a resumption of the 
record-breaking flow of new bonds is 
expected in the autumn, it Is regarded 
as more or less mandatory that some 
such scheme be perfected.

REFLECTING SLAGKNESS 


Steel Business Returns to 
Midsummer Stride—Auto 
Outlook Uncertain. 


FREIGHT TOTAL LOWER 


New York, Aug. 28 (A.P.)+~—The busi- 
ness chart last week showed irregular 
trends, with the preponderance giving 
further evidence that most lines of 
endeavor in the country are running 
short of last year’s high levels. The 
steel trade, which had given indica- 
tions of having “turned the corner” 
earlier in the season, seemed to settle 
back in its easy midsummer stride, 
giving smal] hope that August busi- 
ness would turn out to be much bet- 
ter than that of July. 

The slackness in the steel trade de- 
pended in a considerable measure on 
slow demand for sheet and other pro- 
ducts by the automobile industry. The 
uncertainty surrounding new models 
still existed, resulting in a marked cau- 
tion on the part of retail buyers. Be- 
lief was expressed that the automobile 
plants will increase their operations 
Sharply when this uncertainty is 
cleared away, and that the expanding 
business will be reflected by a corre- 
Sponding gain in steel operations. Lit- 
tle change in steel prices was recorded. 

The movement of revenue freight 
continued to be far in the wake of the 
corresponding time of 1926, although 
the car loading figures have shown an 
upward trend for the present year since 
the low water mark of midsummer. 
Car loadings are regarded by many 
Students of the business situation as 
one of the most reliable of the com- 
mercial barometers. 

As the summer has advanced there 
has been less and less tendency to lay 
the comparatively low figures at the 
door of the Mississippi flood and the 
Pennsylvania coal mine strike. An 
encouraging factor has been the main- 
tenance by merchandise shipments of

F. M. Holmes was detailed to make 
an investigation. A veil of secrecy was 
thrown over the proceedings and orders | 
were issued instructing those who knew | 
of the shortage not to reveal it. 


Officer’s Condition Grave. 


A few days after the shortage was 
aoe ae Maj. Insley’s condition grew 
more serious and he was removed to 
Walter Reed Hospital, where he is still 
undergoing treatment. His condition 
is grave, physicians said. 

Gen. Walker said yesterday that no 
official report of the result of Maj. 
Holmes’ investigation had been given to 
him as yet. He said that he was at a 
loss to understand the shortage. Maj. 
Insley: had been in the Army approxi- 
mately 20 years and was appointed 
finance officer at Edgewood Arsenal 
about two years ago. 

His difties as finance officer at the 
arsenal compelled him to handle be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000 every month, 
Gen. Walker said. He commanded a 
Getail of eight men. 

The shortage consists of approxi- 
mately $7,000 of the Army’s money and 
an employes’ fund of approximately 
$2,000, Gen. Walker revealed. The short- 
age was met immediately with other 
‘funds and caused no tie-up in the pay 
roll at the arsenal, Gen. Walker said. 
The employes’ fund was also replaced. 

Gen. Walker pointed out that it 
might have been possible for the short- 
age to have accrued by drawing sums 
larger than the amounts needed to 
meet the pay roll against the appro- 
priation. Vouchers for these amounts 
would have to have been filed, he said.

Veteran of Civil War 
Found Dazed In Park 


Burdened with more than 170 years, 
the mental threads of a silver-haired 
and feeble man unraveled yesterday 
and became enmeshed in Civil War 
days. From his cot in Gallinger Hos- 
pital the pathetic figure fought again 
battles of the War of Rebellion with a 
hospital physician. 

Hardly able to walk, his face beard- 
ed and wrinkled, his body the shell of. 
an erstwhile sturdy warrior, the man 
described himself as “William Brown, 
30 years old, a good Pennsylvania 
Dutch boy and a soldier.” Dr. Morris 
Hyman of the hospital staff, said the 
man is 70 years old at least, and de- 
scribed his ailment as senile dementia 
—the cracking of the mind by old age. 

The patient was found at 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning seated under a tree 
in the park at Ninth and B streets 
northeast, attired in bedroom slippers, 


trousers and undershirt only, and 
asleep. Patrolman L, E. Hazard, who 
came upon the figure, took him to the 
Ninth Precinct. There he was treated 
with courtesy and kindliness, which 
seemed to bewilder him. Hazard said 
the sight brought tears to the eyes of 
more than one “hard-boiled” police- 
man while a police car to take the 
aged soldier to the hospital was 
awaited. 

Dr. Hyman said the man’s descrip- 
tions of the war battles were vivid at 
times and at other times incoherent. 
Questions failed to reveal the side for 
which he fought and also the names of 
relatives or friends. Police think his 
mind snapped during the night and 
that he wandered from a house in the 
vicinity of the park. A canvass of the

he is for farm relief,” said Mr. Gent-| 
ling. “And the population of the)

not indicate that this section is com- 
mitted to every letter and paragraph | 
of the McNary-Haugen bill, although | 
there is a feeling that the measure | 
might well have been tried out as an| 
experiment, but it does mean that the) 
farmers propose to insist that the next 
Republican national convention shall 
declare strongly for some sort of farm 
relief and that Lowden stands today | 
as the leading exponent of their| 
position. 7 


“Lowden is the one man of all | 
men,” said Mr. Gentling, “who, in our 
opinion, has the most thorough knowl- 
edge of our problems and upon whom 
we can rely to secure their happy 
solution.” 


Then, of course, another inquiry sug- 
gested itself. Why should the farmer 
demand relief, and through what 
method is he to be satisfied? The an- 
swer to the latter part of the question 
is delightfully indefinite, but the rea- 
son for relief is plainly stated. It is 
that the purchasing power of the 
farmers’ dollar is not equal to the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar of industry 
and labor, and that while the Republi- 
cans accept the protective tariff as a 
part and parcel of their creed, they 
feel that it has not been framed in the 
best interests of the farmer. It would 
take too much space to analyze this 
sentiment, but unquestionably it is the 
foundation of the discontent which 
now exists. 


Convention Chooses Delegates, 


Minnesota is one of the States with- 
out a presidential primary law, and its 
delegates will be chosen in the old- 
fashioned way at a convention to be 
held next March. As already stated, 
the present outlook is that these dele- 
gates will be uninstructed, but that at 
least six of them, representing three 
congressional districts, will be out- 
and-out Lowden men. Although only 
one-fourth of the entire number, they 
will be the leaven in the lump. 


If the Lowden sentiment does not 
materialize, or if it fades entirely 
away after a few Ballots, Minnesota 
will turn its affections elsewhere. Ac- 
cording to Secretary Gentling, Vice 
President Dawes, despite his announce- 
ment that he is not an active candi- 
date, is the second choice of the Low- 
den supporters. Start a movement for 
Dawes in the national convention and 
Minnesota will fall in line. In the com- 
mercial centers of the State, such as 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, the senti- 
ment for Hoover is naturally strong, 
much stronger, in fact, than in the 
agricultural communities. It should 
be added in this connection that in 
Minnesota the women are accepted on 
an equal status with the men in party 
management and they are keenly alive 
to the political situation. 

Mrs. Fosseen, the woman national 
committeeman, has been making a 
thorough canvass of the State and is 
intimately acquainted with conditions 
in every district. It is not too much 
to say that if the final choice rested 
with the women, Hoover would be the 
nominee, for nine out of every ten 
women are for him. 
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There are factions in the Republican | 


party in this State, as in all others. It 
is too early to predict how these fac- 
tions will line up in the presidential 
nomination contest, but both State 
Senator William F. Brooks, the Repub- 
lican national committeeman, and A. 
W. Lindberg, secretary of the State cen- 
tral committee, are positive in their as- 
sertions that the latter organization 
will maintain an impartial attitude. 
There is ample foundation for’ this 
position. There will be an election 
next year for a successor to Senator 
Shipstead, and already Mr. Brooks’ 
name is mentioned prominently for 
senatorial honors. If a Republican is 
to be sent to the United States Senate 
the party must present a united front 
to overcome the farm labor vote. The 


, latter, however, has been a steadily de- 


creasing factor in the political situa- 
tion ever since Shipstead was elected 
in 1922. 

Minnesota is normally Republican by 
an overwhelming majority, and almost 
any person thus far mentioned as a 
possible Republican nominee can sweep 
the State.
